The result is so singular that 
even the How York "World calls attention 
to It, and although its view is as uaual in 
good part for the purpose of concealing tho 
real significance of the affair, the bare state- 
ment of the case can bat have a good effect 
upon al! intelligent readers. 


Chicago has been and Is "a Republican 


•ity. But the enormous profits of the offices 
have corrupted its officials, and JieDublican 
victories were only such in name: the fruits 
went to feed corruption that sustains th 
groundwork of the Democratic party. Whil 
so-called Republicans pocketed its salaries 
tho lower strata of it. population were con 
stantly encouraged; consequently the gene- 
ral character of'the Democracy was indi- 
rectly sustained by the Republican voters 
The leading .Republican papers and people, 
long heartily disgusted, but sacrificing their 
batter feelings, to a degree for the general 
good which the Republican party has 
wrought, at last openly protested against 
this state of affairs. 
When their city cam- 


paign opened, they called together some of 
the well known citizens and inaugurated a 
movement which has triumphantly defeated 
tho men who have formed a ring for the 
purpose of wasLiig toe people's money in 
tho 
mal-administration of. their govern- 


ment. All the Bapublican.papers of any 
account advocated this new departure, and 
the Democratic papers sided with them for 
the simple reason that there was no hope of 
Democratic success in any distinct form. 


Xne World wishes people to believe that 


this is simply significant as a triumph of the 
press. This is only one step better than the 
claim of the smaller Democratic fry that cir- 
culates in .more ignorant quarters—that it 
is a Democratic victory. The movement 
was started by Republicans, prosecuted by 
Republicans, and the evidence of Demo 
cratic transactions the country over goes: to 
show that had there been the least hope for 
Democratic success, under the rottenest 
leader?, no reform party could have had its 
support. The influence of the press was po 
tent no doubt, and tho Democrats who were 
forced into the movement by fortuitous cir. 
cumstances but-by no merit of their own as- 
sisted to swell the majority against the old 
regime. These were simply fortunate aids.
